A RURAL 
REVOLUTION. 


By a Special CoRRESPONDENT, . 
OT so many years ago the inhabitants 
N of rural Ireland lived their lives 
isdlated from the rest of the world. 
They were almost as isolated as were their 
forbears’ a thousand years ago; for the fail- 
ways only took the place of the stage 
coaches, which in turn had superseded the 
net-work of sailing á hy that “Ó ed up every 
f the countr sea and river. 
a á ; edie has. been wrought 
‘Newspapers have come 
to play a big part in their routine, 
but for all the. news that. they - gave, 
and the contact they established with 
the current events of the world, it has been 
left to the wireless, the wonderful invention 
of modern science, to bring them into direct 
and actual contact with the rest of the 
world, 

During a recent tour of South-Eastern 
Ireland [ was astonished at the manner” m 
which the wireless has been adopted by the 
farming community of the country, and at 
the casual way in which old and young spoke 
of *“listening-in ” to stations. in. the farther 
most..points oí the earth: They havetaken to 
wireless with a greater avidity and a greater 
appreciation of its value than their, brethren 
ol the towns and cities. Gone are their 
loneliness and isolation; and in the hours that 
follow the day’s work on. a winter's evening 
they find a fascinating occupation in switch- 
ing on to the various Continental, American, 
and even Australian stations, and picking 
out the choicest items on the programmes. 

I happened to stop late one night at a 
big farmhouse in West Waterford, and my 
host gave me -a surprise by displaying and 
demonstrating a big four-valve set, which, 
I am sure, cost every penny of £60. He 
had the lond speaker ey placed 
almost out of sight on the top of a great 
oak bookcase. To show mé the excellence 
of his set he picked up several Continental 
stations, changing coils and tuning in with 
the ease of an expert. He told me that 
it. had come te them as a great boon, and 
was a blessing to bis wife and children. 
““We need never be lonely, now,” he said. 
He gave me a further surprise by being 
able to distinguish the different languages, 
such as French, ‘German, Italian and 
Spanish as he ‘‘tuned in” haphazard. 
Being able to distinguish thus, he informed 
me, was really the onfcome of experience 
and familiarity with the intonations and 
manners of speaking. This was in a 


rambling farmhouse lit by paraffin oil lamps |. 


and candles. 

I had an interesting conversation with 
him as to the value of wireless to the far- 
mer. He told me that it enabled him to 
get fat stock prices, agricultural news, stock 


world. What with the introduction of the 
motor car—every second farmer has one 
now—and the wireless, the face of the 
countryside was, indeed, changing. 

The motor car now brings the country 
people into the towns and cities to the cinema, 
the dance, and to other diversions formerly 
denied to them. What, indeed, is more likely 
than that the wireless and the motor car, 
and the many social amenities that they bring 
within reach, are the real causes of the de- 
crease in emigration, which has become so 
noticeable in recent years. 

My host made one rather startling stete- 
ment to me that should be of extreme in- 
terest to the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Department of Posts and Telecranhs, when 
he declared that he but rarely tuned in to 2 
RN, and that this practice was quite common 
in the country, where they all had large valve 


I asked him the reason for this. He merely 
shrugged his shoulders and remarked: “Why 
should I bother when I can get the best in 
the Continental and British stations.” 

I was curicus to know how the authorities. 
knew when a person in out-of-the-way rural 
districts had a wireless set for which he was 
not paying the licence money. The answer 
was very simple. 

The postman on his rounds notes and re- 
ports wherever he sees an aerial, or suspects 
where there might be a hidden aerial or 
portable set.

The American Language, 


I listened for over an hour the other 
evening to the latest varieties of Holly- 
wood English. On my return home, I 
happened to open a volume of the letters 
of Benjamin Franklin. The particular 
letter which drew my attention was 
dated 1789, and. was addressed to Noah 
Webster (who had published an English 
dictionary), congratulating” him on his 
efforts to preserve the purity of the 
language, both in its expression and pro-

The trouble then was to 
rid themselves effectively of the in- 
criminating skins. This they did with a 
thoroughness that spoke well for their 
belief in Mussolini's power to deal with 
lawless foreigners. 


Collectors’ Prices. 


The advent of Americay competition 
armed with the “ Almighty Dollar ’’ into 
the world of art collecting has caused the 

rices obtained at auctions to lengthen. 
ublic collections, with assistance of 
public funds, command most of the 
‘plums “' of the artistic world, and afford 
examples of the highest prices recorded. 
The English National Gallery in 1909 gave 
a lasting example of determination in 
securing Holbein’s portrait of Christina 
of Denmark, the former property of the 
Duke of Norfolk, at the cost of £82,000. 
This huge sum is run close by the previous 
“‘ record” of £70,000 paid for the Duke 
of Marlborough’s magnificent Raphael, 
the Ansidei Madonna, in 1885. Romance 
enters into many art sales. In 1929 a 
woman from New Zealand sent a Van 
Ruisdael subject to Christie's, where the 
previous highest price commanded by this 
artist's work was 1,750 guineas. To her 
unbounded pleasure her submission in- 
creased the price to 3,000 guineas. Durin 
the same year a Turner water-colour o 
the Spliigen Pass realised 1,800 guineas. 
It was this picture that Ruskin failed 
to persuade his father to purchase for £84 
in 1842; some admirers presented it to 
him thirty-six years later, having sub- 


scribe1 a thousand guineas to that end.

A few days ago I witnessed an example 
of really ome courtesy and patience 
mg postal officials. Three Hindus, who 
trave things nam. nar óm and moe gs!

Exhibiting 1 rolls of bank notes, they 
made known their desire to remit money 
to India, and were trí handed forms to 
fill up. Their knowledge of our ton 
was very limited, while writing English 
was quite beyond them ; for they returned 
their forms to the clerk with a very grimy 
scrap of paper on which particulars were 
written. The task of deciphering weird 
names on a dirty piece of paper was too 
much for the clerk, who tlvalead further 
aid. In a few moments there were three 
clerks, armed with a Post Office Guide and 
Gazetteer, feverishly trying to read the 
peper, while all their queries addressed 

the customers were answered by nods 
and smiles. 


Dublin Castle. - 


I do not know what will be the next 
stage in the history of Dublin Castle when 
the whole machinery of the law is returned 
to the Four Courts, but it can hardly 
prove more exciting than some of the 
episodes that the venerable building has 
already seen. Its story ae with a 
letter from Henry II. to FitzHenry, Lord 
Justice of Ireland, in 1205, commanding 
him. as he had not a convenient place to 
house the King’s treasure, to build a 


castle in Dublin, for which he was to. 


have 300 marks. Stanihurst says that the 
Castle was built aad completed Henry 
the Londoner, Archbishop ot Dublin— 
“having foure goodlie and substantial] 
towers, of which one of them is named 
Bermingham his tower, whether it were 
that one of the Berminghams did enlarge 
the buildings thereof, or else that he were 
long in duresse in that tower.”’ 


In those days the River Poddle formed | 


& fosze round the stronghold, which stood 
a siege during the rebellion of Silken 


Thomas. On that occasion the provision 


for the garrison included twenty tung of 
wine and twenty-four of beer, sixteen 
hogsheads of salted beef, and two thousand 
dried ling—then, as now, a popular 
Dublin fish. The building was not used 
as a Viceregal residence until the reign of 
Queen Flizabeth, when it was greatly en- 
larged and extended. It is not generally 
known, I think. that Jonathan Swift once 
occupied rooms in Dublin Castle, and that 
tue ancient fortress, which had survived 
the assaults of Silken Thomas and the 
more insidious machinations of Colonel 
Bloo#. narrowly escaped destruction by 
fire through the carelessness of the Dean, 
who was reading in bed: 


Ghe Feast of the Mallard. 


All Souls’ College, Oxford, will make 
merry to-night in celebration of a festival 
which finds place in no calendar save its 
own—the Feast of the Mallard. Tradition 


avers that when the College foundations 


were being dug the workmen found 
in an old drain a mallard, or wild duck, 
of enormous size, and, in commemoration 
of this find, which was for some reason 
taken as a lucky omen, All Souls’ men 
have ever since feasted on wild duck on 

January 14th. The official Mallard Song, 

set to ancient music, runs: 

““ Therefore, let's sing and dance a galliard 
To the remembrance of the mallard ; 
And as the mallard dives in pool 
Let us dabble, duck; and dive in bowl; 

Oh, by *the blood of King Edward, 
Oh, by the Blood of King Edward. 
It was a swapping, swapping, mallard. ' 

The story has produced quite an exten- 

sive and highly amusing literature of. its 

own.

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SLAVERY IN AFRICA. 


FORMER SLAVE’S 
LECTURE IN DUBLIN. 


Oo — 


Under the auspices of the League of 
Nations Society of Ireland, H. Masha 
Kathish, a native of Soudan, last night, in 
the Lincoln Chambers, Dublin, delivered 
an address on slavery as it is practised to-day 
in large areas of Africa. i : 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, who presided, in 
introducing the speaker, said that the subject 
would be all the more ewer Uy « because of 
the fact that Mr. Kathish had himself 
actually been a slave, and had suffered under 
a system which was the most odious of all 
man’s inhumanity to man. It was an extra- 
ordinary thing that the civilised world had 
allowed slavery to be carried on on the ex- 
tensive scale on which it was practised in 
certain areas in Africa, even to this day. 

The so-called civilised races, he said, were 
far from blameless in the matter. The 
American Declaration of Independence had 
laid down the principle that all men are born 
free, and yet eighty years after that declara- 
tion the citizens of America practised slavery 
in its most barbaric form until the Civil 
War brought it to an end. Even the British 
people practised it until it was bought off by 
any and the slave-traders were richly com 
pensated for having released their human 
victims. In view of the progress that was 
rade, it was very disquieting to find that 
slavery was generally recognised in Liberia. 
The work of the Lea of Nations im re- 
gard to putting an end to slavery was of the 
most vital importance, and it was hoped that 
very soon that abominable traffic in human 
beings would be a thing of the past. 


THE LECTUBER. 

Mr. Kathish said that it was a good sign 
that white peple should welcome coloured 
people like himself, who were created by the 
same Power, By the aid of a large coloured 
map of Africa, the speaker explained the 
areas in which what he described as 
‘diabolical barbarity ' was practised. Large 
tracts of count which were once very 
wealthy in cattle and people had been 
desolated and rendered poverty-stricken. by 
the greed of landowners, who worked their 
slaves to death. Nothing was left but the 
ruins of the homes of the people, and a white 
man would be horrified at the scenes that 
would meet his gaze. 

The speaker was accorded a vote of thanks.

Belfast Board’s Increased Revenue and 


From OUR Own Corresronvenr. 
BELFAST, Twesday. 
While many other public boards im 
Northern Ireland are steadily increasing 
their expenditure and making larger demands 
upon the ratepayers, the Belfast Board of 
Guardians has been able to carry throngh its 


public purse. The annual budget statement 
was presented to-day to the meeting of the 
Guardians by Mr. John Wilson, J.P., chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. It showed 
that the gross general charges under the 
various heads of accounts were estimated to 
amount to £159,755, and for repayment of 
loans £12,850, making the total “liabilities ” 
for all purposes £172,605. At March 3! 
next the Guardians’ credit balance was esti- 
mated to be £21.900, and the revenue from 
all sources other than Councils for the period 
£6,700, making the total ‘‘means’’ £28,600, 
and leaving the amount for all requirements 
for present commitments £144,005. 
WORK SCHEMES. 

There was an increase im revenue and a 
reduction in expenditure. MKeferring to the 
schemes undertaken to effect much-needed 
improvements and to assist mm relieving unem. 
ployment, he said that additional tradesmen 
were engaged for works done by direct labour 
at an extra cost of £1,085 for wages, and 
that was incurred principally im the hospital 
departinents, involving a total cost, including 
materials, of £1,588 defrayed from revenue.

The Dublin building strike has begun. 
Three thousand men are unemployed, and 
work on some large housing schemes is at 
a stand-still, The men have countered the 
masters’ demand for lower. wages and 
longer hours with a demand for higher 
wages and shorter hours. Neither side has 
approached the Free State Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, which, therefore, 
is powerless; and the prospect of settle- 
ment is remote, In the meanwhile a very 
important aspect of the matter seems to 
be ignored. We have spoken of the two 
sides to the building dispute, but the in- 
terests of a third party—the general public 
—are deeply involved in it. In the cities 
and larger towns cf the Free State the 


competition for the smallest and most in- 
convenient flats, and there are waiting lists 
of tenant-purchasers for the colonies of 
new houses that have been planned in the 
suburbs: of Dublin. In many rural areas 
the lack of houses causes not merely in- 
convenience, but the gravest hardship. The 
shocking plight of many homeless ex- 
Service men has been revealed in these 
columns ; they are, perhaps, the chief, but 
by no means the only, sufferers. A moving 
letter, which we print to-day, describes the 
house-hunger that prevails in County 
Kilkenny. Our correspondent mentions 
the case of a man, earning good wages, who 
shelter under a hedge. We know that 
and they are likely to be aggravated by the 
present economic embargo on emigration 
to the United States. 

Such housing conditions are at the root 
of the country’s ugliest problems, moral, 
social and economic. They are problems 
which concern not only the Churches, but 
patriotic citizens of every creed and class. 
The Registrar-General’s latest returns dis- 
close a notably low birth-rate, and the last 
Census. showed. a proportion of late 
marriages so large as to be almost peculiar 
to the Free State. It is manifest that 
the country’s housing conditions penalise 
large families; and it.is equally manifest 
that many marriages are postponed 
through the lack of housing accommoda- 
tion. Furthermore, while the Churches 
demand virtuous living from all citizens, 
it is a desperately difficult thing to be 
virtuous in surroundings which are wholly 
hostile to decency and self ‘respect. Soon,

hardship. They are compelled to walk 
eighteen miles a day, on a diet of cabbage 
soup, preserved meat and fish. Having 
arrived, every prisoner is given a definite 
measure of work, which he must accom- 
plish under threat of severe punishments, 
ranging from a diminution of his meagre 
rations to maltreatment and bodily injury. 
Little better is the lot of free labourers. 
In accordance with the Communist policy 
of work according to programme, the 
timber authorities of Karelia have woven 
their felling operations into a complete 
and cruel system. When convict labour is 
found insufficient, they apply the deadly 
routine to the inhabitants gf neighbouring 
villages. To every village a task is 
assigned, which must be done within a 
prescribed time, based on strict calcula- 
tions ; and if a labourer fails to complete 
his appointed share, he is punished by a 
crippling fine. The hardship of this 
virtual slavery is intensified by the 
wretched living conditions that prevail in 
Russian Karelia—conditions which cause

ECONOMIC REVIEW IN BRIEF. 


The text of the Notes is as follows:— 

1—During ‘the credit of the Irish 
lrce State has risen, and Government 
Stock at the close of he a stood at a 
premium of 7 per cent. Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, formed to finance 
farming operations and supported by 
Government guarantee, has made 6,176 
loans to farmers and increased its capital 
by a bond issue of £250,000, which was 
heavily over-subscribed within one hour, 
at its issue price of 101, at 5 per cent. The 
fact that all the subscriptions came from 
residents of the Irish Free State is com- 
forting evidence of the faith of the people 
in their country’s stability. 

EXPORT TRADE. 

2—Exports have increased and were 
greater by from one and a half millions to 
five and three-quarter million pounds than 
in any previous year. In only nine other 
countries have exports in 1930 exceeded 
exports in 1929. The countries are Russia, 
Latvia, Yugo-Slavia, Lithuania, Rumania, 
Palestine, Hungary, Spain and Algeria. 
The fall in prices of agricultural produce 
has been partly offset by the improved 
quality and standardised grading of the 
exports. Live-stock have not been sub- 
jected to the drastic price-fall of other 
agricultural products, and the continued 
complete immunity of the Irish Free State 
from foot-and-mouth disease has _ con- 
tributed negatively, but considerably, to 
yest the Irish live-stock trade, which, 
valued in exports at £18,000,000, is the 
most valuable single commodity exported 
from the Irish Free State. In 1930 the 
exports of cattle increased by 9 per cent., 
more than counter-balancing the lower 
pricgs obtained for butter and eggs. 

FOOD PRODUCTS. 

3—While considerable progress has been 
achieved heretofore, a further substantial 
improvement has been effected in 
standardising the quality of exported food 
products. A bill was passed in 1930, re- 
quiring exporters of fresh meat to be 
licensed and their slaughtering premises 
to be registered. All slaughter houses 
must be equipped with efficient, mechani- 
cally operated instruments, approved by 
the Minister, for stunning the cattle before 
slaughter. Regulations have been made 
to ensure that carcases are thoroughly 
examined, before export, by veterinary 
surgeons, so that no diseased parts may be 


exported. 
GOOD EGGS ENSURED. 

4—In 1930 a further Act, dealing with 
the export of eggs, was passed, giving in- 
creas — to the inspectors, and im- 
posing heavy penalties upon those who 
contravene the regulations. Bad eggs 
found in a consignment will result in the 
return, carriage forward, to the consignor, 
of the entire consignment. Under the two 
Acts of 1924 and 1930 it is extremely 
difficult for an exporter of eggs from the 
Irish Free State to remain in business 
unless he exercises great care in complying 
with the stringent regulations. 


TARIFFS.” 
_ 5—The number of new tariffs imposed 
in 1950 was relatively small. The Govern- 
ment’s policy of public examination by a 


Tariff Commission of each application for 
protection has been carried further by the 
appointment, in December, 1930, of a full- 
time Tariff Commission, composed of three 
distinguished civil servants. Applications 
for tariffs are notified to the public, both 
in the Irish Free State and in Great 
Britain, and all interests affected are 
heard in open Court. The new tariffs

FEWER UNEMPLOYED. 

6—The average number of persons re- 
gistered under the Unemployment Acts 
fell in 1950 by 50 per cent. over the 1922 
figures. As the Unemployment Fund has 
a relatively small debt, and is approach- 
ing solvency, the Government of the Irish 
Free State has decided to reduce sub- 
stantially the contributions paid by em- 
ployers and employés under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Scheme. 

INCOME AND SUPER TAX. 

7—The income tax is 3s. in the £, and 
the maximum super-tax rate is 25 per 
cent. less than in force in the United 
Kingdom. 

STANDARD OF LIVING. 

8—The standard of living compares 
favourably with that of other agricultural 
nations. In necessaries, the standard is 
higher than in Great Britain. The con- 
sumption of butter per person in the Irish 
Free State is 58lb. per annum, and it is 
161b. in Great Britain and 12lb. in Den- 
mark; while margarine is consumed to 
the extent of Sib. per head per annum in 
the Irish Free State, 13lb. in Great 
Britain and 46lb. in Denmark.

PROPOSALS REJECTED. 

The proposals of the master painters 
were the subject of a special meeting of the 
Irish National Painters’ and Decorators’ 
Trade Union held in Aungier street, 
Dublin, last go Ag; when Mr. James 
Brookes presided. The meeting unani- 
mously rejected the proposals of the em- 

loyers, and submitted counter-proposals 
in which they claimed an increase of 2d. 
per hour in wages and a reduction of the 
number of working hours to 41. Arrange- 
ments were completed at the meeting for 
the conduct of a strike in the event of the 
master painters persisting in their 
demands. 

No move was made yesterday to bring 
about a settlement of the builders’ dispute. 
On inquiry at the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, I was informed that 
nothing was being done to have the matter 
investigated at a conference under the 
auspices of the Department. 


BUILDING STRIKE EXTENDING. 
The strike has now spread beyond the 
City of Dublin, and in a number of 
instances men outside the city area em- 
loyed by members of the Dublin Master 
uilders’ Association have ceased’ work on 
the instructions of their umjons. In con- 
nection with the Dublin. Corporation 
housing schemes at Cabra, Donnycarney 
and Matretbcna lane mo less than 950 
workers have been withdrawn, and the 
work on these sites is at a stand-still. 

Work has been held up also at the new 
income tax offices, 14 and 15 O'Connell 
street; the section of the General Post 
Office in Princes street, and the Four 
Courts, and four or five hundred men em- 
ployed on these contracts are on strike. 
About 150 men have gone on strike at 
Blackrock, where a scheme of building was 
being carried out for the Civil Service 
Housing Society. 


MEN TO ISSUE A STATEMENT. 

It had been expected that work on the 
Four Courts would have been completed by 
October, but should the strike be pro- 
longed this will be impossible. Men who 
are employed directly by the Board of 
Public Works are not affected by the 
dispute. 

Meetings of the Strike Committee were 
held at the offices of the Dublin Trades and 
Labour Group, 44 Lower Gardiner street, 
yesterday, when it is understood the 
various aspects of the strike were dis- 
cussed. On inquiry there last night, I was 
informed that there was no statement to be 
made, but that a statement on the entire 
situation would probably be issued to-day.

RAIL AND ROAD.

EADERS of the Irish Times through- 


out Southern Lreland were surprised 
on last Monday morning to find the 
Dublin daily newspapers on sale shortly 
after eight o’clock, instead of at the usual 
hour, after the arrival of the mail train. 
For instance, whereas the newspapers 


Cork until 10.55 a.m., they now arrive 
at 8.15 a.m., and similar improvements 
have been made in all the Southern, South- 
Eastern and South-Western counties. 

This reform has been made possible by 
the enterprise of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company, which 1s providing 4 
special service by rail and road from 
Dublin. A special newspaper train leaves 
Kingsbridge Station every morning at 
4 a.m.. and runs direct to Maryborough. 
Here it makes its first stop, and is met 
by fast motor lorries, which feed other 
rail services, and also carry papers by 
road to various towns in Offaly, Ros 
common, Galway, Leix, Clare, Limerick, 
Kilkenny, Waterford and Southern Wex- 
ford. 

The special train then goes on to 
Thurles, whence supp'ies are carried again 
by road and rail to the principal centres 
of Cork, Tipperary and Kerry. As a 
result of this innovation Jrish Times 
readers in all the areas covered by the 
combined services can obtain their papers 
between 8 a.m. and 9 a.m. every morning 
Many of the smaller towns and villages 
are reached several hours earlier than 
they could be reached under the old 
system.

IMPERIAL CONFERENCE, 


The Australian Association of British 
Manufhcturers gave a lunchedn to-day to 
Mr. Scullin, who, in a forceful speech, 
said that the economic side was the most 
important aspect of the recent Imperial 
Conference. 

He had favoured closer Empire economic 
unity, but he had not favoured a weaken- 
ing of the tariff wall where. it must 
remain. Australia’s first step im paying 
her way was to pay for imports with ex- 
ports, and the imports must be goods 
Australia needed. He recognised that 
there was some flaws in the tariff, but no 
man could prophesy the effects of a tariff 
which could only be learned by experience. 

The Government intended earnestly to 
examine each item. The Government’s 
first consideration was Australian in- 
dustry, but there was room for the ex- 
pansion of British trade in Australia with- 
out interfering with Australian industry. 
Instead of warring, British and Australian 
manufacturers should get closer together 
and thrash out the problem, and thus 
greatly assist the Government in working 
out tariffs. 


BRITISH MANUFACTURERS. 


British manufacturers must remember 
that Australia’s population was six, and 
not fifty, millions, but they should make 
every effort to get the trade which was at 
present held by foreigners. 

He gave as an instance the Government 
assistance to the British motor trade. and 
said that if British manufacturers could 
fully supply Australia’s needs without 
detriment to Australian industry, the 
Government was prepared to go further 
than at present in penalising foreigners. 


He added that the spirit of preference 
for Australian and other Empire goods 
was rapidly growing in Great Britain. The 
Imperial Conference did much to assist 
its growth.

LORD ARTHUR WILLIAM HILL. 


Lord Arthur William Hill, a member of 
Unionist 
MP. for County Down and West Down, 
died at his London home yesterday, aged 84. 
The second son of the fourth Marquess of 
Downshire, he sat in the House of Commons 
a 1 from 1880 to 1896, and during 
that with the exception of three 
med mg to 1885), was Comptroller of the 
Lord Arthur Hill was one of the 
tallest members of the House of Commons. 
Lord Arthur's wife, Lady Arthur Hill, was 
the composer of the music of a song which 
for many years held the “record ” for 
circulation. It was in 1877, the year of her 
marriage, that the song, “In the Gloaming ”’ 
‘was first published. tween 1880 and 1 
000 copies were sold. In 1881 the tune 
was adapted as a march for the Second 
Middlesex Artillery, of which Lord Arthur 
Hill was Commanding Officer, and from then 
onwards the tune went on the barrel organs 
im every quarter of the globe. 
Lord Arthur Hill was one of the ruling 
spirits of the Royal Irish Industries Associa- 
tion, which for so many years did splendid 
work for the Irish peasantry. The Associa- 
tion arranged the sale of from Irish 
eotiage homes, and established a warehouse 
in the West End of London, where these 
goods could be obtained at all times. It 
organised sales on St. Patrick’s Day, which 
were popular events of the London season. 
The sales usually took place in important 
‘residences, such as Londonderry House and 
onshire House, and frequently were 
aes be leading members of the 
‘Pamily. The outbreak of the war consider- 
ably curtailed the activities of the Associa- 
tiop. and subsequently events in Ireland 
althost completely finished its work. It was 
successful, however, during its existence in 
sending many thousands of pounds to the 
workers in the Irish cottage industries. At 
one time Lord Arthur Hill devoted the whole 
of his energies to the work of the Association.

SOME FIGURES. 

The approximate number of stud farms in 
Ireland where there are eight mares or more, 
he said, is about 30; and. there is a total of 
approximately 3,000 mares in Ireland. Up 
to the first week in October, 1930, there were 
720 yearlings sold by public auction, realising 
210, uineas. There are 275 stallions at 
stud in Ireland; there are 1,400 horses in 
training, whose value is computed at 560,400 

ineas, and their upk in forage «nd 
abour is estimated at 000 a year. The 
private sales of tho s, so far as 
could be ascertained, amount to about half a 
million pounds per annum, and he believed 
the export of horses from Ireland was about 
one and a half millions. He thought half- 
bred horses must be included in this. 
Referring to the big breeder, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald spoke of the value of the stud, and 
said a seve likely to make a successful 
stallion is worth at least £20,000. “His mares 
might. be worth, at an average, £5,000 a 
piece, and the yearlings anything from £500 
to £5,000, say, an average of £3,000. 
“You will readily see how the value of 
the stock on the place may run into £200,000 
or so. Then there are the premises which 
he has set up, and if done in the most up-to- 
date way would probably cost from ,000 
to £40,000. The land, containing, say, 1,000 
acres, would probably be worth as much, and 
the whole place as a going concern could 
easily be worth, say, £60,000 over and above 
the stock, and the expenditure in manage 
ment and labowr would be £3,000 a year or 


more. ”” 
A RIGKY BUSINESS, 

With regard to the professional breeder, 
like himself, he said it was a most absorbing 
end interesting business, but of a highly 
speculative nature. When he told them that 
on one occasion he had three barren mares at 
499 guineas subscription each they would 
realise how risky it was, and had been in 
some cases worse. On one occasion he lost 
a foal at a stud. It was a foal by one of the 
leadng sives.

not pay, in his (the lecturer's) opinion, 
sufficiently to meet e and risks. He 
thought that it would be much better busi- 
ness to keep such yearlings till they are 
three or four years and sell them as ‘chasers. 
He did not mean to say that every yearling 
would be worth keeping till that age. He

” le keep their heads and 
breed carefully, there is a great future for 
horse-breeding in Ireland. consider that 
we are blessed with a climate which is most 
suitable for the purpose. You can have 
good grass in England just as wel as here, 
and I rather think that Englishmen, on the 
whole, are better farmers than we are. How- 
ever, God is good to us, and has given 
us a climate which is the best in the world 
for breeding horses. 

"I consider that the most important part 
of a horse’s life is before he is born, and 
his dam is eating natural food and able to 
go out on the fields every day, and this 
must have its effect on the progeny. 

“I thought there was a substantial differ. 
ence in the yearlings sold at Doncaster in 
1930 from Ireland as compared with the 
English-bred ones. But this bears out mv 
theory of the climate, as the winter of 1923- 

was very severe in England and much 
milder here. 

“I am confident that Ireland, with it« 
mild climate, is the best place in the world 
to breed horses, and so long as horses are 
used for any purpose, horse buyers must 
come here to replenish their stocks.’ (Ap- 
plause. ) ,

The selectors, although in the result 
their choice has turned out to be almost 
unexceptionable, have made very heavy 
weather of it, and must have caused man 
heart-burnings in the Principality with 
their jugglings in the trial matches. There 
was a period, for instance, when it seemed 
probable that Wales would take the field 
without Harry Bowcott and Jones-Davies. 
Both these men in any other country would 
pick themselves without argument ; but, on 
the only occasion when they have figured 
as a combined attack ia the Welsh team, 
one of them, Bowcott, was played out of 
his proper place—namely, at centre three 
quarter instead of stand-off half. Yet 
BRowcott, with all iespect to Frank 
Williams, is the best stand-off half in 
Wales, and, if he was injured, Windsor 
Lewis ought to be the next choice. 


ANOTHER MISFORTUNE. 

Another misfortune which has its com- 
ensations is the injury to Seourfield, The 
‘ Big Five ” were toying with the idea that 
he ought to replace Bassett at full back. 
The Torquay man is an excellent and trust- 
worthy defender and is faster than Bassett. 
but in an international match Bassett, 
even if he was playing a little below his 
best form, is incomparably better than 
Scourfield. As things have befallen, how- 
ever, the “ Big Five ’’ have been prevented 
by circumstance in their doings, with the 
result that their doings are very good, 
indeed. 

Bassett will be full back, and there are 
few, if any, better full backs in the 
world. The three-quarter line will con- 
sist of Morley. Claude Davey, Jones-Davies 
and Boon, all of whom are old interna- 
tionals, and together comprise ag good a 
line as Wales can put into the field. 
Jones-Davies, perhaps, is the only member 
of the quartette who, in an _ inspired 
moment, might win a match by his almost 
unaided effort; but there is'no weak spot 
in the line, as there would have been in 
defence if Guy Morgan had not been 
dropped after the Newport match. Claude 
Davey played last year against France at 
Colombes, when the Principality won ite 
scarcely hoped for victory over France, 
and was no mean factor in the success. 
Morley and Boon are not classic wings, 
but they neither waste opportunities nor 
offer them to their opponents. Thus, the 
Welsh three-quarter line is likely to be 
rock-like in defence and to display its 
moments of brilliance in attack. With 
the possible exception of England, who 
mew more speed on the wings, though 
ess in the centre, no other country has a 
better. 

The Welsh halves, Powell and Bowcott, 
both may be described as brilliant, though 
Powell’s particular brand of brilliange— 
the delivering of reverse passes, deva- 
stating when success- 
ful amd liable to be 
expensive when they 
are not—is not the 
kind that welds 
easily with his part- 
ners. Yet Powell is 
so dangerous near the 
line that his inelu- 
sion ean be justified 
on that feature alone, 
Moreover, Harry 
Boweott is a player 
of sufficient class to 
be able to adapt him. —_ 
self to an awkward sun 
delivery of passes by W. C. Powe tr.

GALLACHER SUSPENDED 
FOR TWO MONTHS.

An “incident which during recent weeks 
has caused considerable controversy in the 
highest football circles in England was 
brought to a close yesterday by the announee- 
ment that Hugh Gallacher, Chelsea's Scottish 
international fotward, had been suspended by 
the Football Association for two months. 

Gallacher’s punishment was for using 
objectionable language to the referee, and 
dates from yesterday. 

The decision was reached at a meeting of 
a Commission of the English Football 
Association in London on Monday. 

The trouble arose during the second half 
of the match between Chelsea and Grimsby 
Town at Stamford Bridge on December 27, 
when Gallacher was ordered off the field. 
The nature of the player's offence was not 
clear at the time, and there followed a great 
deal of comment upon the referee’s action 
which brought the case into prominence. 

The position now is that Gallacher could 
not be played until the semi-finals on March 
14, and Chelsea will sadiv miss his skill in 
their fourth-round tie with the winners of 
the Arsenal-Aston Villa replay. 

In connection with the “incident,” Andrew 
Wilson, the Chelsea and Scottish inter- 
national inside forward, was cautioned for 
ungentlemanly conduct.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH IRISH GOLF? 

At length my chance came, and I remarked, 
quite casually, “ By the way, are you going 
to play in the Amateur Championship?’

“Well,” he replied, “I hope so; if 1 can 
possibly get away I will play in it, as I am 
very fond of the Championship. If I can wh 
a match or two it is good for my goli—an:

1s it not a pity,’ I went un, “that more 
of our amateurs do not compete in the Cham- 
pionship? What is wrong with amateur golf 
in this country ?’’ 

His reply was, “ If you look at it from the 
point of view of a game, pure and simple, 
a game which is played for enjoyment and 
exercise, there is nothing wrong with it, be- 
cause amateur golf in Ireland is played on 
these lines. But, if you look at it from the 
point of view of producing someone who is 
excellent, or super-excellent, at a particular 
game—that is exactly what is wrong with 
golf in Treland. The reason for that is that 
in the Ireland of to-day you have compara- 
tively few of the leisured classes. Our golf- 
ing population is made up of fellows who 
have to work hard all the week, and spend 
their week-ends playing matches for enjoy- 
ment with their friends. I certainly would 
not be the one to blame them for that, or 
to ask them to give it up.” 

‘* But what about the ycung fellows, those 
lads of a few years ago, who struck you and 
me as having the natural aptitude for the 
game, who showed so much promise, and 
seemed to be ‘born’ golfers—they have 
been almost lost?” I asked. 

WHY WE HAVE FEW PLUSMEN. 

“ My idea,” he said, “of the game and of 
such plavers is that there is no such thing 
as what is commonly known as a born geinus 
at golf. The only kind of golfing genius that 
I recognise is the genius who is the product 
of hours and hours of hard work, and 
practices and practices, until the swing itself 
becomes mechanical. 

“ There is not the slightest doubt,” con- 
tinued the doctor, “' that our amatenr golfers 
could improve their game if they took more 
lessons from their club professionals. I put 
it to you that the only persons you see 
taking lessons are the women and the long 
handicap men. You never see our so-called 
scratchman out for a lesson with bis profes- 
sional. That is the reason he never becomes 
any better than scratch. He, like the rest of 
us, has faults in his swing and method, 
which he, himself, cannot eópreet, but which 
his professional can detect and correct.
